Central Coast Association comes to town this weekend with its stocks 
higher than ever after its defeat of Weston, and will be searching for a fur¬ 
ther three match points at the expense of Belmont Swansea, 

The teams meet this Sunday at Blacksmiths in one of the five games set 
down for that day. 

A win for Central Coast and a loss or a draw for Weston would give Coast 
the lead in the premiership 

The match is also important for Belmont Swansea to keep alive its faint 
hopes of making the final four 

It should draw Belmont Swansea's biggest crowd of the season, with the 
promise of a first-class encounter.

With Trevor Smytbe and Greg Smith in fine form, George Gibson wilJ need 
to bolster Central Coast's defence. 

Paul Queenan made his re-appearance against Azzurri after many weeks on 
the sideline and a knee operation to overcome. He obviously favoured the 
knee, but may be more confident and assertive this weekend. 

But, whatever the result, patrons to the Blacksmiths ground should be in for 
an exciting 90 minutes. 

Old rivals Adamstown Rosebud and Htghfields Azzurri meet at the 
Adamstown Sports Ground, where Adamstown will be out to consolidate its 
third place and Azzurri trying to gain a victory with the aim of slipping into 
fourth place should Lake Macquarie falter, 

Azzurri has injury problems, though, with goalkeeper Billy Lanz sidelined 
with a groin injury, along with Warwick Alexander (corked muscle) and 
Tony Aveflis (thigh strain). 

West Wallsend and Weston should turn on another thriller at Johnson Park, 
where Weston will be without fullback Peter Killen, who was sent off last 
Sunday at Gosford.

LEGAL LIABILITY 

The big Insurance companies, through C.A.S, Insurances, (part of the Allianz 
group) have published a well informed booklet pointing out the legal liabili¬ 
ty of committee members of a Club which is not an Incorporated body. The 
booklet is well worth reading and backs up the Federation's viewpoint with 
regard to becoming a Limited Company whether you're amateur or other¬ 
wise. 

Regrettably the Federation only has one copy and is writing to get more. 
Next time youTe in the Federation Office ask to see it. It will frighten the 
hell out of you with what your liabilities are as a Committee man or Official 
of a Club. 

You may have seen in newspapers this week where the N S W. Attorney 
General js hoping to pass legislation regarding the legal liability of Commit¬ 
tee men of non-limited Companies representing Sporting Clubs and 
Organisations. He must have read the same booklet. 

And we're sorry, but it's that kind of world. The ISI N S.W.S.F. Lid. make it 
that way. All we can do is insist our Members to toe the legal line for the 
protection of all Member Clubs as well as their own, 

EXAMPLE; 

After the above weighty lecture I guess you deserve an example. Player on 
Contract with non-limited Company, plays for $100/week and signing-on fee 
of $100. He is 20 and breaks leg badly and can never play again. Sues State 
Government Insurance for $40,000 and gets it for disabling injury. Does that 
insurance include wages because he cannot play? Lad is on Social Security 
and football contract is sole source of income? Maintains in Court case that 
he is a professionally Contracted player who could have earned that for 10 
years - say about $36,000 total. Who pays? Usually the richest member of 
the Club is his Solicitor's advice. Even defence of that kind of Court-case 
could cost a fortune. 

The Federation, in protection of everyone, is insisting that from 1963 no 
Contract is the best protection. Even for the player - he will at least then 
know he is an Amateur and must recognise the risks involved.
